Edison Radio 
Has New Feature 


Thomas A. Edison’s contribution 
to radio, embodied m the Edison 
radio distributed by The Sweeland, 
has been a mighty factor in the 
progress in this field. 
In 1863, Mr. Edison, while experi­ 
menting with his incandescent lamp, 
made another discovery which plays 
a most important part in every radio 
set. He found that an Independent 
wire or plate placed between the 
legs of the filament of an incan­ 
descent lamp acted as a valve to 
control the flow of current. It was 
termed the "Edison Effect” and a 
patent was issued to him In 1883. 
This discovery covers the funds- j 
mental principle on which every 


radio tube is baaed. Had Mr. Edi­ 
son not discovered it, there might 
still be radio, but it would be OI the 
dot-dash, 
crystal-receiver variety, 
and radio telephony might not be 
known. It is a far cry from such a 
picture to the great broadcasting 
chains of today and the millions of 
multiple-tube sets now operating in 
homes the world over.

For 36 years, ll month and 23 
days Senator Warren served his 
state in the upper house of con­ 
gress—longer than any other man 
who has ever been a member of 
this body. 
A glance at the record reveals 
that next in length of service was 
William B. Allison, of low?, who 
served 35 years and five months 
Only ll senators, all told, have ever 
served as long as 30 years. They 
were:

Washington — Underneath 
the 
central portico of the capitol, half 
hidden under a flight of stairs, 
stands an ancient and musty old 
safe 
It is off the path of tourists. 
In 
fact. there are few who know of its 
existence, and even fewer who know 
anything of its history. Many wild 
rumors are connected with the old 
relic, but none has ever been proven 
true. 
From the venerable and kindly old 
art curator of the capitol, Charles 
M Fatrman. we learned its history. 
Back in 187b mementos of the 
first IOO years of the history of the 
United States were gathered and 
placed in this sale 
The door was 
closed not to be opened for another 
IOO years—1976 
Those who know of its existence 
refer to it as the ‘ centennial safe.” 


The Mystery Safe 
For a long while the sate occupied 
a spot in statuary hall 
But in 
1879, when congress passed legisla­ 
tion barring ' other than property 
of the United States' from being 
publicly exhibited in the capitol, the 
safe was moved, and eventually 
iound its way to the obscure nook 
it now occupies 
A Mrs C F Delhiu seems to iiave 
been the prime mover in the under­ 
taking back in 1876 She was charg­ 
ed at the time with having extract­ 
ed from each senator and represen­ 
tative. who was allowed to insert 
his name in an album placed in the 
safe, the sum of 15. Tile charge 
was also made that she wanted con­ 
gress to pay an additional ti £00 for 
the safe. 
Mrs. Deihm denied the accusa­ 
tions. declaring publicly that her 
enterprise cost her 415,000 and that 
her services the contents and the 
safe were given gratuitously. 
Congress took notice, for'it is fur­ 
ther recorded that Senator Morrill 
offered a resolution in the senate to 
cause the safe to be removed from
